'Hippocrates  in  curing  Difeafes,  by 
neglecting;  to  fearch  after  the  relative 
Properties  of  the  Bodies  to  one  ano¬ 
ther,  but  have  fet  down  contented 
with  Ruffing  their  Brains  with  meet 
Hypothecs,  fictitious  Notions,  ab~ 
RraCt  Mathematical  Dreams,  tho’ 
they  may  amufe  and  tickle  the  Fancy, 
yet  can  never  be  reduced  to  Practice  ; 
whereas  the  only  method  to  improve 
Phyfick  is  a  {lift  and  accurate  Ob- 
fervation  of  Difeafes,  the  Proper¬ 
ties,  and  EfFeCfs  that  Medicines  have 
on  Animal  Bodies  5  hence  it  »S, 

t  i  ,  *.  -  1 
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that  the  curing  Difeafes,  and  the 
Difcovery  of"  the  bed  Remedies,  is  ow¬ 
ing  to  Empyricks  :  He  is  the  bed  Phy- 
fician  that  cures  the  mod  Diftempers. 
It  is  evident,  that  thefe  fine  Specula¬ 
tions  are  of  little  ufe  when  we  fee  thofe 
of  the  fined  Notions,  notwithdand- 
i!lg  all  their  Hypothefes  and  Demon- 
drations,  when  call’d  to  a  Patient,  are 

forc’d  to  leave  ’em  all  and  fly  to  a 

* 

Quack  Remedy,  or  an  old  Woman’s 
Medicine. 

We  are  not  to  lie  Supine,  but  go 
on  in  fearch  after  new  Diicoveries, 
tho’  fome  may  treat  us  as  Hereticks 
in  Phyfick.  It  cannot  be  denied,  but 
that  feveral  Poifons  which  were  for¬ 
merly  thought  incurable,  are  now 
cured  by  their  proper  Antidotes,  and 
fo  certain  Difeafes  have  their  certain 
Specificks,  tho’  we  cannot  account  for 
the  Operation  of  thefe  CorfufuU-  upon 
one  another  ;  yet  it  is  fufficient  that 
we  know  fuch  things  will  produce 
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fuch  and  fuch  Effects,  without  know¬ 
ing  the  modus  how. 

The  great  Boerkave  is  of  Opinion, 
that  a  Specific  Corre&or  or  Antidote, 
diredbly  oppofite  to  that  Contagious 
Poifon  of  the  Small  Pox,  may  one 
time  or  other  be  found  out,  from  the 
Kiftory  of  other  Antidotes  that  have 
remain’d  long  unknown,  and  that 
their  Difcovery  has  been  more  owing 
to  Chance  than  Defign,  and  the  great 
Ufe  it  wou’d  be  to  Mankind  in  gene¬ 
ral,  ought  to  encourage  Chymifts  to 
proceed  in  fearch  after  the  Philofophers 
Stone ;  and  fuch  an  Antidote  the  Au-

thor  hopes  he  in  feveral  Inftances 
has,  by  indefatigable  Search,  difeo- 
ver’d  and  proved  experimentally  the 
Succefs  thereof.  -  j 

Tire  late  dreadful  Plague  which  has 
laid  defolate  that  Populous  City  of 
cFidarfeilles,  and  ftill  fpreads  through 
ocher  Parts  of  France ,  has  very  juftly 
alarm’d  all  £urofs  •,  and  it  more  i: 

nearly  ( 
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nearly  concerns  us  as  being  a  Neigh¬ 
bouring  Nation  trading  with  thofe 
Parts;  and  confidering  that  Perfons 
or  Goods  may  be  run  or  carried  in  a- 
mong  us,  notwithftanding  ail  Precau¬ 
tion,  fo  that  it  is  the  Height  of  Pru- 
dence  to  be  on  our  Guard  and  De¬ 
fence  in  cafe  of  an  Attack. 

Tho’  fcveral  Treatifes,  by  way  of 
Precaution,  giving  general  Rules  and 
Directions  with  fome  various  Prefcrip- 
tions  have  appear’d  ;  yet  all  thefe  are 
not  fufficient  in  the  Day  of  Calamity, 
and  the  Hour  of  Battle,  the  Perfons 
fo  feiz’d  will  be  fnatch’d  away  by 
Surprize  and  Confirmation  in  a  few 
Hours,  without  being  able  to  put 
theic  Rules  in  Practice  ;  therefore  as 
it  is  the  Duty  of  every  Member  of 
the  Body  Politick  to  lend  a  helping 
Hand  in  the  Day  of  Diftrefs,  nor  can 
we  have  too  many  Helps,  nor  be  too 
well  armed  ;  for  which  Confideration 
the  Author  has  publifhed  this  Grand 
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Preservative  and  Sovereign  Antidote, 
where  every  individual  Perfon  may 
fly  to  as  a  City  of  Refuge  or  Sanctua¬ 
ry,  whereby  no  time  will  be  loft ; 
but  on  the  contrary  the  Enemy  may 
be  diflodg’d  and  baffled  if  timely 
made  life  of.  This  is  a  furer  and 
more  effectual  method  than  any  o- 
ther,  if  fuch  a  Vifitation  ftiou'd  hap¬ 
pen. 

And  as  we  are  every  Spring  and 
Autumn  vifited  with  fome  popular 
Epidemic  Diftemper,  Malignant,  Pu¬ 
trid  or  Peftilential  Contagious  Fevers ; 
wherefore  the  Author  of  this  fhort 
Effay  has  difeovered  a  popular  Reme¬ 
dy,  and  preferibed  a  better  and  more 
rational  Method  to  treat  all  fuch 
Difeafes  than  any  vet  extant.

DEFINITION 

OF  T  K  E 

SMALL  POX. 

HE  Small  Pox  i$  ail  Ardent 
Contagious  Fever,  attended  with 
Inflammatory  Puftules  and  Erup- 
tions,  which  by  Suppuration 
turn  to  Pus  and  Corruption. 

The  Meades  are  of-  the  fame 
Nature,  only  lefs  in  degree  of 
Malignity  :  The  Pudules  are  difperski  without 
Coming  to  Suppuration  in  Five  or  Seven  Days,  the 
Morbifick  Matter  being  lefs  compact  and  tenaci¬ 
ous,  fo  is  refolveable  by  Trahfpiraticn. 

*  This  Poifon,  which  produces  fuch  changes  in  the*  The 
Blood  and  juices,  which  w7e  call  the  Small  Pox,  can-  Variolous 
not  be  owing  to  the  Impurity  ot  the  Menftrtial  Blood,  • 

being  mixkL  with  the  Blood  of  the  Foetus,  and  con¬ 
tain  thereby  the  Seeds  of  the  Small  Pox,  till  fuch 
time  as  the  Blood  at  fome Critical  time  ferment,  and 
defpumate  or  purge  it  felf,  feeing  the  Mcnftrual 
1  Blood  is  Arterial  and  as  pure  Blood  as  any  in  the 

B  whole 
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whole  Body,  and  contains  no  poifonous  Quality  j 
befides  the  Fcetus  derives  its  Blood  from  the  pureft 
in  the  Uterus  of  the  Mother. 

This  contagious  Poifon  is  of  a  fimular  Nature 
with  that  of  the  Plague,  and  is  contain  d  in  tnc 
,  Air.  It  is  fome  fubtile,  volatile,  acrimonious 
pointed,  putrid  Salts,  exalted  to  the  highefl;  degree 
of  an  alkaline  flimulating  corroding  Nature,  fo  as 
to  ftimulate  inflame,  tear,  lacerate  and  rend  the  fine 
Cipillary  and  Nervous  Veflels  of  the  Body,  anc 
alfo  coagulate  fome  parts  of  the  Blood  and  Juices 
and  diffolve  others  into  Ichor,  and  at  laid  turns  the 
whole  Mafs  of  Fluids  into  Corruption  and  Putre¬ 
faction,  as  appears  by  Gangreens  and  Mortificati 
ons,  which  are  feen  in  Di(fe£tion  of  the  Vijceray  and 
naufeous  Stench  and  foetid  Smell  of  the  Sick,  anc 
Perfons  which  die  of  the  Smallpox. 

This  is  further  confirm'd  when  we  compare  th; 
Symptoms  and  Effe&s  of  the  Small  Pox  with  thof 
of  the  Plague,  and  the  Similitude  of  the  Conta 
gion  i  and  that  both  the  Plague  and  Small  Po; 
rage  moft  violently  in  the  Spring,  Autumn  an 
hot  Weather,  and  fuch  Seafons  and  Changes  c 
Weather,  as  generally  preceed  both  thefe  Plague: 
4  Thc  *  Moreover,  this  contagious  Poifon  of  the  Sma 
manner  of  Pox  is  propagated  in  the  fame  manner  as  th 
Infe&ion.  Plague,  viz*,  by  Air,  DifeasM  Perfons,  Cloths,  c 
other  Goods,  retentive  of  the  Infection. 

It  likewife  Infers  the  fame  way  as  the  Plagu 
for  the  Air  being  impregnated  with  the  contj 
gious  Poifon,  conveys  it  to  the  Lungs  by  Infp 
ration,  to  the  Mouth,  Gullet  and  to  the  Saliv; 
Juices,  and  fo  is  fwallow  d  down  into  the  Stcji 
mach  and  Inteftines,  on  which  arife  naufeas,  V(| 
mitings  and  fuch  Miafmata,  as  foon  as  it  touch<  < 

the  nervous  Fibres  of  the  Stomach,  Then  mix<

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"with  the  Blood.,  the  fame  alfo  is  forc’d  into  the 
Pores,  or  abforbent  Veffels,  by  the  preffure  of  tke 
Circumambient  Atmofphere,  in  the  fame  manner 
as  the  contagious  Foifon  of  the  Plague  is  corpmunb 
cated  to  the  Blood,

S  foon  as  the  Contagion  is  comunicated  in  the 
manner  above  deferib’d,  prefently  arife  thefe 
following  Changes  and  Effe&s,asnaufeas,  Vomitings* 
Head-Achs,  Giddinefs,  Dizzinefs,  Heavinefs,  Pain 
dt  the  Back,  Limbs  and  Joints,  Horrour,  Lafcitude, 
Wearinefs,  Sneezing,  rednefs  of  the  Face,  Eyes 
fparkling  and  fiery,  great  Heat,  high  Pulfe,  ardent 
burning  Fever,  Reftlefsnefs,  then  enfue  little  hard 
red  Spots.  This  is  the  firft  Stage  of  the  Difeafe. 

The  Second  Stage. 

THEN  Difficulty  of  Breathing,  Cough,  Deli- 
riums,  Faintings,  Tremors*  then  the  la- 
flammatory  Puftles  appear  with  final!  red  Points  as 
Fleabitcs  in  the  Head  and  Face,  Hands  and  Arms, 
and  then  the  Trunk  of  the  Body  and  lower  Parts, 
then  the  foregoingSynaptoms  abate.  Upon  this  the 
Puflles^encreafe  in  Number  and  Bignefs,  rife  higher 
and  inflame  more.  Pain  and  Burn ;  the  Skin  is 
dry’d,  Hr  etch’d  and  parched,  Perfpi  ration  flopt, 
then  that  Matter  returns  to  the  inward  Parts  ; 
then  the  Fever  encreafes,  Difficulty  of  Refpiration, 
Bloody  Urine  and  Loofenefs  ;  then  after  Six,  Se¬ 
ven  or  Nine  Days  they  are  fully  fuppurated  into 
Pus  and  Corruption,  u  e.  into  fc  many  little  Xm- 
poftlmmes.

If  the  Matter  fuperaboundf  more  thanj 
what  the  force  of  Nature  can  throw  oft,  the  Per- 
fan  dies ;  if  the  Matter  fall  on  the  Lungs,  the 
Patient  is  fuffocated;  if  on  the  Kidneys  j  bloody 
Urine;  if  on  the  Inteftines,  bloody  and  foetid  Stools, 
prefages  of  a  Gangrene  in  the .  Vij'csra  ;  if  on  the  I 
Brain,  then  they  die  Comatous,  Delirious  andj

The  Third  Stage  is  that  of  Corruption 
fv  and  Impoilburnation. 

THEN  the  Skin  abounds  with  Pus  arid  Mat¬ 
ter,  the  inner  Parts  are  alfo  full  of  Imp  oft-? 
humes ;  then  the  Pus  is  abforb  VI  and  fuck'd  into 
the  Blood,  Per fpi ration  ftop'd  :  'Then  conies  a  fe- 
condarv  Fever  worm  than  the  firft,  and  this  Pus 
falls  upon  the  V{fcem  and  Intrails;  then  conies  Ini- 
pofthumes  in  the  Liver,  Lungs,  Bloody  Fluxes, 
Abfceffes,  Boils  in  the  Limbs  and  other  Parts,  Con- 
mmptlon,  and  wafting  away  to  a  Skeleton,  and  all 
the  Blood  is  turn’d  into  Corruption,  and  drain’d 
off  by  Running  Sores  and  Abfceffes.  If  the  Mat¬ 
ter  be  Sharp  and  Ichorous,  then  follow  eating  Ul¬ 
cers,  Scars,  & c.  '  . 

In  this  more  die  then  in  the  Firft  and  Second, 
hence  if  the  Progrefs  of  the  Difeafe  could  be  ftopt 
before  it  arrive  at  this  Third  Stage,  then  all  thefe 
Symptoms,  even  Death  itfelf  might  be  prevented. 

.  h.  *  it; 
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It  mull  be  acknowledg’d  that  nothing  is  done 
to  the  Cure  of  the  Small  Parc  by  the  common  Me¬ 
thods,  and  the  whole  Buflnefs  is  left  to  Nature  ; 
and  hardly  any  Efcape,  but  fueh  as  wou’d  have 
been  lav’d  without  any  thing  being  given  them. 

AH  Ages  and  Sexes  are  liable  to  have  the  Small 
Pox  forne  time  or  other  ;  the  younger  and  more 
tender,  laxep  the  Gonflitution  the  lefTer  the  Danger. 
Hence  Children  and  Women  may  efcape  more 
.eafily  ;  but  the  more  folk!,  compait,  ffronger  and 
more  phlethorick,  the  greater  the  Danger  :  Hence 
old  People,  and  young  in  their  Strength  and  Vi¬ 
gour,  hardly  efcape. 

It  is  undeniable,  that  whoever  can  prevent  all, 
or  mod  of  thefe  Changes  and  fubfequent  Symp¬ 
toms,  will  bed  Cure  the  Small  Pox. 

It  is  plain  all  the  ways  hitherto  us’d  are  rsoCure, 
but  leaving  the  fame  to  the  Criiis  of  Nature,  i.  e: 
fivlorhum  per  Morbutn  Curare. 

Therefore  the  only  way  and  foie  Indication  is  to 
prevent  the  Inflammation  palling  into  a  Gangrene 
or  Suppuration  ;  and  as  that  is  the  only  Method 
in  all  other  Inflammatory  Cafes,  fo  it  is  the  only 
one  alfo  in  the  Small  Pox,  as  being  an  internal 
and  total  Inflammation  terminating  itfelf  the  very 

felf  fame  way  as  other  Inflammations.

AS  foon  as  any  Perfon  is  feiz5d  with  the  Symp¬ 
toms  of  the  Small  Pox,  as  you  may  eahly 
know,  if  they  never  had  them  before.  By  the  fol¬ 
low- 
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lowing  Rule,  generally  the  Small  Pox  are  known 
by  the  Symptoms  defcrib’d  in  the  firft  Stage,  as 
Naufea’s,  Vomitings,  Head-Achs,  Giddinefs, 
Dizzinefs,  Heavinefs,  Pain  of  the  Back,  Limbs  and 
joints,  Horror  and  Lafcitude,  Wearinefs,  Sneez- 
mg,  Rednefs  and  Swelling  of  the  Face,  Eyes  fiery 
and  fparkling,  great  Heat,  high  Pulfe,  an  ardent? 
burning  Fever  ,  then  appear  fmall  hard  red  Spots, 
which  are  diftiriguifhM  from  the  Meades  and  other 
Eruptions  in  their  firft  Appearance,  viz,,  they  come 
out  not  all  at  once,  but  gradually  until  the  Ninth 
Day  after  feizure;  when,  as  on  the  other  hand, 
the  Meades,  &c.  appear  all  at  once  like  a  Raftx 
ad  over  the  Body,  and  difappear  in  a  few  Days*  If 
the  Perfon  be  young,  lufty  and  plethorick,  full  of 
Blood,  that  the  Vefiels  may  be  relaxed  and  emptied, 
immediately  let  Blood  to  the  quantity  of  Twelve  or 
Fourteen  Ounces.  If  the  Patient  be  much  trou¬ 
bled  with  Vomitings  or  Head-ach,  give  him  or 
her,  according  to  their  Strength,  One  or  Two 
Ounces  of  Oxymel  Scillh  :  As  foon  as  that  begins 
to  came  a  puking,  drink  a  Draught  of  Carduus 
Tea,  or  lukewarm  Water,  mixing  with  it  a  little 
Vinegar  and  Honey,  and  fo  repeat  the  fame  warm 
till  the  Patient  Vomits  Six,  Seven  or  Eight  times. 

T wo  Hours  after  give  the  Patient  as  much  of 
the  Pulvu  Epidemical  Sped  ficus  ;  or,  Specifick  Pow¬ 
der  for  the  Small  Pox,  as  will  lie  on  a  Shilling  in 
Syrup  of  Lemons  every  Eight  Hours,  and  give 
Twenty  Drops  of  the  Grand  Prefervative  againft 
the  Plague  and  PeiTilential  Fevers  in  any  Liquor 

•sverv  Six  Hours.

It  will  not  be  amifs,  in  order  to  make  aRevulfion 
of  the  Morbifiek  Matter  from  the  Head  and  Vitals, 
to  ap  ply  a  Pi  aider  to  the  Soles  of  the  Feet,  and  to 
the  Hams  and  Wrifts,  made  of  Muftard  Seed  and 
the  fharpe.il  Wine  Vinegar,  made  to  a  Confiflency 

with 
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with  the-  fh&rpeft  Leaven  which  the  Bakers 
ufe,  and  renew  as  often  as  Occafion  fliall  re¬ 
quire.  If  the  Patient  be  very  fail,  apply  a  com¬ 
mon  bliftering  Plaifter  of  Spanifh  Flies  between  the 
Shoulders,  and  to  the  Arms,  "which  will  prevent 
their  coming  to  the  Face,  and  f©  fave  its  Beau¬ 
ty  j  if  you  give  the  Specifick  timely  enough,  you*!! 
very  rarely  have  any  Occafion  to  ufe  fuch  Severi¬ 
ties. 

Let  the  Patient  drink  plentifully  of  thin  Barley, 
-or  Water  Gruel,  with  Cinnamon  boil'd  in  it,  ad¬ 
ding  a  little  Vinegar  and  Honey  mix'd  with  it:  He 
may  be  allow'd  a  Glafs  of  fmall  Punch  made  with 
Water  and  juice  of  Lemons,  and  a  little  Brandy, 
Rum  or  Arrack  by  way  of  a  Cordial  ;  or  the  Pa¬ 
tient  may  be  allow'd  Small  Beer  warm  with  a  few 
Drops  of  Spirit  of  Vitriol  or  Sulphur  in  it. 

Let  their  Nouriihment  be  only  thin  Panada,  fmall 
Chic  ken  Broth  with  Salt  in  it.  Let  them  eat  noFiefh, 
but  you  may  allow  now  and  then  fmall  Poffet  Drink 
made  with  Rhenifh  Wine,  keep  temperately  warm  : 
Let  the  Patient  have  free  and  open  Air  to  refrigerate, 
cool  and  fan  his  Lungs,  for  the  Air  is  the  Lamp  of 
Life  ,*  keep  the  Patient  from  Sweating  too  much, 
efpecially  in  the  beginning  of  the  Diftemper,  for 
by  Sweats  the  Blood  is  more  and  more  inflam’d, 
depauperated  of  its  Lymph  and  Serum,  render’d 
thick  and  unfit  for  Circulation,  as  having  loft  its 
fluidity  from  its  Lymph  and  Serum  being  evapo¬ 
rated,  whence  arife  irrefolvable  and  mortal  Ob- 
ftru&ions ;  for  that  end  let  the  Sick  fet  up  in  a 
Chair,  or  in  the  Bed  ;  keep  the  Room  moderately 
warm,  but  yet  let  it  have  free  Air.  Be  fure  to 
obferve  this  Regimen,  let  old  Women  and  Nurfes 
bawl  out  as  much  as  they  pleafe,  for  it  is  confo- 
|m!nt  to  Re&fon  and  Experience, 
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Keep  the  lower  parts  of  the  Body  pretty  warm  *, 
do  not  confine  the  Patient  to  Bed,  But  only  when: 
weary,  and  do  not  lay  on  too  many  Cloaths. 

You  may  make  a  temperate  Julep,  and  give  a 
Spoonful  of  it  when  Faint,  'I  ake  Milk  Water 
Four  Ounces,  Treacle  Water  and  Cinnamon  Wa¬ 
ter  each  an  Ounce,  Syrup  cl  Lemons  One  Ounce, 
mix  and  give  a  Spoonful  when  Faint ;  but  if  the 
Patient  be  hot  and  burning,  give  an  emollient 
Clyfter  towards  the  Evening,  made  of  new  Milk 
lukewarm  and.  Chicken  Broth,  each  Four  or  hive 
Ounces,  adding  of  Syrup  of  Marfh  Mallows, 
Oxymel  Simplex,  Oil  of  Sweet  Almonds;  each  One 
Ounce. 

If  a  Child  from  One  Month  old  to  One  Year  be 
feiFd  with  the  Small  Pox,  give  to  it  Three  or  Four 
Grains'  of  the  Pulvis  Epidemicus  Specijicus,  or  Epide- 
mick  and  Specifick  Powder  for  the  Small  Pox  in  a 
little  Syrup  of  Saffron  twice  a  Day,  and  give  to  it 
Three  Drops  of  the  Grand  Prefervative  twice  a 
day  j  let  the  Child  drink  often  and  plentifully. 
Let  the  wet  Nurfe  take  Twenty  Drops  of  the' 
Grand  Prefervative,  in  a  Morning,  and  drink  plen¬ 
tifully  of  final  1  Liquors,  and  fo  let  the  Child  fuck 
frsely  the  Bread. 

To  a  Child  from  One  Year  to  Seven  Years  old, 
give  as  much  of  the  Sovereign  Specifick,  or  Pufais 
Epidemicus  pro  Variolis  Specificus ,  as  will  lie  upon 
a  Silver  ThreePence  in  Syrup  of  Saffron  three  times 
a  Day,  and  Five  or  Six  Drops  of  the  Grand  Pre~ 
fervative  in  a  fmall  Julep,  fuch  as  before  prefcribkl, 
or  any  other  proper  Liquid  Four  times  a  Day. 

To  one  from  Seven  to  Ten  or  Fourteen,  give 
as  much  of  the  Sovereign  Specifick  Powder  for 
the  Small  Pox  as  will  lie  on  a  Silver  Groat 
Three  times  a  Day,  and  Ten  Drops  of  the 
Grand  Prefervative  as  before  directed.  Three  or 

Four 
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four  times  a  Day,  obferving  the  Rules  or  Regimen 
given  before  for  grown  Perfons. 

Let  tlmfe  who  are  grown  Perfons  take  20,  30 
or  40  Drops  of  the  Grand.  Prefervative  in  a  Glafs 
<d  Wine,  Ale  or  Beer,  or  any  other  proper  Liquid 
evety  Morning.  To  a  Child  3,  4,  5,  7,  8  or  10 
Drops  of  the  fame  Grand  Prefervative,  according 
to  its  Age  in  a  Morning  fading. 

This  Remedy,  fo  us3d,  with  the  Directions  and 
Regimen  before-mentioned,  will,  by  the  Bleding 
of  God,  not  only  fave  the  Lives  of  many  Thoufands^ 
but  preferve  the  Complexion,  Features  and  Beau¬ 
ty*  .  .  . 

For  it  is  certain  from  Reafon  and  Experience., 
that  there  are  Prefervatives  as  well  as  Remedies* 
and  they  are  no  where  more  neceflary  than  in  the 
Plague,  Small  Pox,  and  Contagious  Didempers  ; 
Iwe  mean  by  a  Prefervative,  whatever  will  difpofe 
the  Body  fo  as  not  to  receive  Infection,  or  deftroy 
its  Effed  when  received.  The  Poflibility  ot  Pre¬ 
fervatives  appears,  .when  we  coniider  that  in  the 
midft  of  a  raging  Plague  or  Peftilence,  as  well  as 
in  the  Small  Pox,  fome  efcape  the  Contagion,  while 
others  are  feiz^d,  nay,  even  the  very  fame  Perfons 
evade  the  Infedion  a  long  time  ;  and  at  lad  are 
feiz9d  of  a  fudden,  which  is  owing  to  their  Bodies 
being  fo  difpos'd  as  not  to  admit  the  Paifon  fooner  ; 
while  the  Bodies  of  others,  nay,  even  of  the  very 
fame  Perfons,  at  different  times  are  fo  difposkl  as 
to  receive  the  lead  Infedion.  Thus  by  Medicines 
the  Bodies  of  Men  may  be  rendred  more  or  lefs 
fufceptible  of  Infedion? 

Moreover,;  if  a  Remedy  can  have  fuch  Power  as 
to  Cure  or  Dedroy  the  Poifon  when  received,  how 
much  morecafity  may  it  preferve  or  prevent  ? 

For  the  Neceflity  of  a  Prefervative  in  the  Plague 
is  very  great,  when  we  coniider  that  oftentimes 

C  the 
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the  Diftemper  kills  the  Patient  before  it  is  known, 
or  a  Remedy  timely  apply’d  ;  or  at  leaft  conquers 
Nature,  fo  as  not  to  be  able  to  affift  the  Remedy 
in  its  Operation  :  So  it  is  much  eafier  to  defend  a 
before  the  Enemy  enter,  than  after  Entrance  to 
diflodge  them .

Of  the  Nature  and  Effects  of  the 
blague  and  its  Contagion,  jhevjwg > 
the  oAffnity  it  has  with  e) ’Malignant 
putrid  ana  Te/Hlential  Fevers. 

rjl  H  O  the  Plague  or  Peftilence  has  been  ac« 
1  counted  the  to  Quov  among  Phyficians,  and  a- 
lhong  all  Nations  has  been  reckoned  to  be  the 
Sword  of  the  Lord,  or  a  Puriifliment  from  Hea¬ 
ven  ;  yet  notwithftanding  it  is  a  natural  Effed 
proceeding  from  natural  Caufes,  and  may  by  na¬ 
tural  Antidotes  or  contrary  Caufes  be  deftrcy*d  ,* 
this  may  be  prov’d  without  giving  Offence  to  Re¬ 
ligion,  for  the  Deity  executes  his  Decrees  and  Pur-i 
pofes  by  certain  eftablifh  d  general  Laws  of  Na¬ 
ture,  commonly  calfd  Second  Caufes,  tho’  it  is 
evident,  that  not  any  thing  can  happen  without 
the  Concurrence  of  Providence,  and  fuch  Effects  of 
Mature  are  as  much  the  Works  of  Cod  as  if  they 

were 
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weredoneby  his  immediate  Power  without  the  Inter¬ 
vention  of  Natural  Caufes,for  he  is  the  Author  and 
God  of  Nature  ;  and  becaufe  thefe  Caufes  lie  con¬ 
cealed  from  the  molt  part  of  Mankind,  they  are 
called  Super-natural,  yet  thefe  Caufes  he  reveals  to 
the  curious  and  diligent  Searchers.  Some  may  fay  to 
what  purpofe  is  it  to  drive  againft  fuch  Decrees  ; 
Why  then  do  they  make  ufe  of  Natural  Means  t%  preferve 
Life ,  Eat  and  Drink  for  Nourishment y  and  ufe  the  Art 
cfPhyfck  in  Difeafes  with  very  good  Succef  ?  With¬ 
out  which  they  couM  never  fubfiftor  recover;  for 
the  fame  Reafons  how  much  more  fhou  d  not  we 
ufe  and  feek  out  for  means  to  prevent  and  deftroy 
the  greated  and  mod  popular  of  Natural  Evils? 

'The  poifonous  Contagion  of  the  Plague  in  re- 
fpe<5t  of  its  Nature  or  Intima  Effentia. ,  minute 
Parts  or  Atoms  as  efcaping  our  Senfes  is  not  cer¬ 
tainly  difcover*d;but  its  Effects  and  Changes  which 
it  makes  on  Animal  Bodies  are  very  fendble  and 

too  well  known.  .  . 

The  mod  probable  Opinion  concerning  this 
Pedilential  Poifon  is,  that  it  is  fome  very  active 
Corpulclcs  or  Atoms  in  the  Nature  of  Salts  that 
fwim  in  Air,  and  the  Nature  of  tnefe  Salts  feeni 
to  be  extracted  from  Animal  Bodies,  or  other  pu¬ 
trefying  Subdances,  exalted  by  Corruption  and 
Putrefaction  to  the  highed  degree  of  an  Alkaline 
Acrimony,  and  corroding  putrefying  Sharpnefs,  far 
beyond  the  Comprehenfion  of  Mankind. 

Every  one  who  has  the  lead  Knowledge  m  Chy~ 
miflry,  very  well  knows  how  active,  pungent,  acri¬ 
monious,  corroding  and  putrefying  thofe  Salts  are, 
and  may  be  render’d  much  more  fo  by  Air  and 
Heat.  This  Opinion  feems  to 'be' confirm'd  by 
this  Foi  foil’s  turning  and  affimulating  every  Ani¬ 
mal  Body,  that  it  feizes  into  its  own  Nature, 
which  is  the  highed  Degree  of  Putrefaction  and 

C  a  ‘  '  '  Car- 
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Corruption's  is  plain  from  the  mfuppertableStench, 
Futrefacfion  and  Corruption  that  it  turns  Animal 
Bodies  into  :  And  further,  this  Opinion  is  fupported 
when  we  confider  the  Antecedents  or  preceedmg 
Caufes  of  this  Contagion  ;  namely,  hot  dry  Sum¬ 
mers,  which  raife  putrid  Exhalations  from  the 
Earth,  Rainy  Autumns,  open  Winters,  Southerly 
and  Eaderly  Winds,  which  raife  noxious  Va¬ 
pours  and  putrid  Steams,  open,  divide,  ferment 
exalt,  and  corrupt  them  more  and  more  :  For  this 
fee  Hippocrates .  and  Galen>  the  lame  happens  in  A- 
frica  from  the  great  Heats,  Southerly  Winds  and 
K  ains,  and  other  hot  Countries  ;  for  the  more 
Northerly  and  Colder  Countries  are  not  naturally 
fubject  to  Plagues,  but  what  they  receive  by  Com 
merce  from  other  Nations. 

This  Contagion  is  caus5d  fometimes  by  heaps  of 
dead  putrid  Carcafles  lying  unbury 'd  corrupting  in 
open  Air.  This  undeniably  proves  this  Opinion  ; 
for  the  refult  of  Corruption  of  Animal  Bodies  are 
the  higheft  and  mod  a&ive  exalted  volatile  alkaline 
Salts  of  the  greated  Acrimony. 

As  to  the  Opinion  of  pediferous  Infe&s  or  Ani- 
'malcula  floating  in  Air,  that  is  uncertain,  and 
lias  not  yet  been  difcovemd  by  Microfcopes  or  Ob- 
fervation,  and  is  nothing  but  a  meer  conjecture. 
There  may  be  many  concurring  Caufes  antece¬ 
dent  to  the  Plague,  as  Earthquakes,  noxious  and 
putrid  Exhalations,  Subterraneous  Eruptions,  pu¬ 
trid  Carcaffes  as  before-menticiEd  ;  dagnating 
Waters  having  Infects,  and  their  Eggs  in  them, 
w'hich  corrupting  in  the  Heat  of  Summer,  fend 
forth  putrid  Pedilential  Exalations  raised  by  the 
Heat  of  the  Sun  ;  and  after  Rain  thefe  Waters  fo 
corrupted  may  mix  with  the  Springs  or  other  Wa¬ 
ters  dediiEd  to  common  Ufe,  and  fo  contaminate 
and  poifon  the  Waters  which  before  were  whol-

fom,  upon  Drinking  of  which  the  Contagion  takes 
place.  This  has  been  known  by  Experience  and 
Qbfervation,  Changes  of  Seafons,  dry  hot  Sum¬ 
mers,  rainy  Autumns,  Southerly  and  Eaderly 
Winds,  as  we  obferve  that  mod  commonly  lonie 
Epidemick  or  popular  Diftempers  rages  Spring  and 
Autumn,  and  fuoh  like  Seafons,  as  generally  the 
Small  Pox,  putrid  and  malignant  Fevers. 

The  next  thing  to  be  confider’d,  is  the  manner  The 
how  this  Pedilential  Contagion  is  fpread  and  pro-  tier  of 
pagated,  which  is  either  by  infected  Air,  Perfons  propaga- 
pr  Goods,  from  Places  where  the  Contagion  re- ting  the 
jfides.  Cowta- 

The  Air  is  corruoted  with  the  Contagion  be-Sl0U* 
ing  mix  d  with  it,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  Poi- 
fon  fhou’d  be  thrown  into  Water  woTd  deftroy  the 
Filli  that  fw-im  therein,  fo  all  that  breath  the  fame 
Element  of  Air  are  liable  to  Infe&ion  ;  but  the 
Plague  encreafes  and  fpreads  as  Fire  from  very 
mall  Seeds  turning  as  it  were  every  thing  into  its 
dwii  Nature. 

This  peliiferous  Contagion  contaminates  not  on¬ 
ly  living  Bodies,  but  inanimate  alfo.  It  lurks  a 
long  time  in  fpongy  porous  Bodies,  whereby  fuch 
become  mod  retentive  of  the  Infection,  efpecially 
animal  S.ubdances,  as  Hair,  W7ooll,  Skins,  Furs, 
□oaths;  likewife  Cotton,  Silks,  &c.  which  maybe 
:r&nfplanted  from  very  diftant  Countries,  which 
ike  Perfumes,  a  very  fmall  matter  lies  latent  a  very, 
ong  time.  Such  Poifon  by  Motion,  or  any  Heat, 
s  let  out  ofitsPrifon,  and  render’d  active  and  vo¬ 
latile,  and  fo  infe&s  the  Air  and  all  Bodies  conti¬ 
guous  to  it. 

The  Air  is  nofooner  poifomd,  but  it  communi¬ 
cates  the  fame  by  Infpi ration  to  the  Lungs,  and  by 
the  Salivary  Juices  to  the  Stomach,  (whence  arife 
Nauieas  and  Vomitings)  and  lx  is  likewife  com- 

muni- 
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mu'nicated  to  the  Blood,  through  the  Pores  or  ab~ 
Ibrbent  Veflels  over  the  Surface  of  the  whole  Body, 
by  the  preflure  of  the  Circumambient  Atmofphere. 

On  the  mixture  of  this  Contagious  Poifon  writh 
the  Blood  and  juices,  enlue  dreadful  Changes 
throughout  the  whole  OEconomy,  deftroying 
the  whole  Crafis  of  the  Fluids,  coagulating  and 
thickning  them  in  fome  Parts,  fufing  and  diflolvmg 
them  into  Ichor  in  others,  fo  vitiates,  corrupts  and 
putrifies  the  whole  Mafs  and  all  the  juices,  alters 
all  the  Secretions,  the  Spirits  fail  to  be  fecern’d  in 
the  Brain,  the  Vitals  languifli,  the  Heart 
palpitates,  and  the  Circulation  gradually  ceafes, 
from  which  corrupted  State  all  the  Symptoms  ea- 
Ely  follow. 

The  Plague  may  be  defin’d  a  malignant,  in¬ 
flammatory,  poifonous,  contagious  Fever,  killing 
Defcrip-  ajj  or  mof|-  whom  it  feizes  ;  but  the  Idea  thereof 
will  be  better  communicated  bv  a  Defcription 
of  its  Symptoms,  which  are  as  follow's,  Nau- 
feas.  Vomiting,  violent  Pain  of  the  Head,  Short¬ 
ness  of  Breath,  ardent  Fever,  burning  Heat  in¬ 
wardly,  excefiive  Co]d  in  the  extream  Parts,  Tre¬ 
mors,  Convulfions,  Faintings,  Palpitation  of  the 
Heart,  Heavinefs,  Wearinefs,  Condemnation,  Sad- 
nefs,  exceffive  Third,  Deliriums,  Phrenzy,  Bu¬ 
boes  on  the  Groins,beliind  the  Ears,  and  under  the 
Arm  Pits,  livid  and  purple  Spots,  Carbuncles, 
vermicular  intermittent  Puife,  foetid  offenfive  and 
putrid  Urine  and  Stools,  naufeous  (linking  Sweats, 
Gangreens  and  Mortifications  in  the  Vifcera ,  car¬ 
rying  oft  the  Patient  in  a  few  Hours,  fometimes  in 
Two  or  Three  Days,  fometimes  they  may  live  to 
the  Ninth  Dav. 

The  Plague  Travels  from  one  Country  to  ano¬ 
ther,  the  Contagion  being  tranfplanted  to  very  re¬ 
mote  Places,  as  fin  the  Year  134b  g  Plague  beguq 

in 
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in  China,  From  thence  to  Aft  a,  and  from  thence  thro 
th cEaft- Indies,  Syria,  Turkey,  Mgypt,  Greece,  Africa ; 
From  thence  to  the  Levant,  Sicily,  Pifa  and  Genoa. 
In  1348  it  pafl'ed  to  Savoy,  Provence,  Dauphiny,  Ca¬ 
talonia  ;  from  thence  in  1349  it  arriv’d  in  England, 
Scotland,  Ireland  and  Flanders ;  then  to  Germany , 
Hungary  and  Denmark.  Thus  we  read  from  the 
Ancient  Hiftory  of  Thucydides,  that  a  Plague  came 
from  ^Ethiopia  to  Athens,  the  Defcription  thereof 
is  cis  follows 

The  Winter,  now  expiring,  concluded  the  fir  ft 
Year  of  this  War  :  And,  no  fooner  did  the  Summer 
3egin,  than  the  Peloponne fians  and  their  Allies  made 
ln  Irruption,  as  before,  into  Attica ;  and  pitching 
there,  wafted  the  Country.  Not  many  Days  alter 
:hey  came  into  Attica,  the  Sicknefs  firft  began  to 
eize  the  Athenians-,  faid  to  have  raged  before  thro 
livers  Places,  as  well  about  Lemnos,  as  in  other 
Regions.  Certain  it  is,  we  have  no  mention  that 
either  fo  great  a  Peitilence,  or  the  like  Mortality 
imongft  Men,  ever  happened  any  where.  For  nei- 
;her  were  the  Phyficians,  preferibing  at  firft  thro 
[®norance,  able  to  cure ;  but  tnemfelves  mol  ly 
lied,  as  they  vifited  moft  :  Neither  did  any  other 
lumane  Skill  avail.  Even  Supplications  in  the 
Temples,  or  Enquiries  of  Oracles,  and  other  Re- 
ources  of  this  kind,  as  many  as  were  tryed,  prov  d 
ill  ineffe&ual :  So  that,  they  at  laft  gave  them  over, 

fubmitting  to  the  Evil.  .  .  , 

It  firft  began  (  as  they  fay  )  ill  JEthtopta  above 
Mgipt ;  and  defeended  afterwards  into  -Egypt  and 
Lybia,  and  far  within  the  Dominions  of  tlie  A.?4g. 
Into  the  City  of  the  Athenians,  it  tell  unexpectedly , 
and  firft  attacked  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Peiixan 


>ort  ;  whereupon  it  was  laid  the  Peloponne flans  haa 

aft  Poif.-ns  into  the  Water  Pits:  For,  as  ye:  no 

iprings  had  been  difeovered  there.  At  laft  it  re- 
r  0  tnov  d 
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hio?sd  up  into  the  City  ;  and  then  much  greater 
Numbers  died.  Now,  let  every  one,  Phyfician  or 
Private  Man,  declare  fo  far  as  he  knows,  Whence 
this  might  probably  happen  ;  and  whatCahfes  he 
thinks  might  have  a  Power  fufficfent  to  work  fo 
great  a  Change  :  I  fhall  only  declare  of  what  kind 
it  was,  and  by  what  Indications  judging,  it  it 
fhould  happen  hereaker,  any  One,  indru&ed  be¬ 
fore-hand,  may  bed  be  able  to  know  it  :  Thefe 
Things  will  I  manifed,*  having  my  ffelf  been  ill; 
and  feen  others  in  their  Illnefs. 

Nowr,  this  Year,  (as  generally  acknowledg¬ 
ed)  was  of  all  the  molt  healthy,  with  regard 
to  other  Indifpofitions  :  Or,  if  any  One  had 
an  Ailment  all  turned  into  This.  But,  Perfons 
in  full  Healthy  without  any  apparent  Caufe, 
were  fuddenly  feized  fird  with  violent  Burn¬ 
ings  in  the  Plead,  and  Rednefies,  and  an  In¬ 
flammation  in  the  Eyes.  Inwardly,  both  the 
Threat  and  the  Tongue  foon  grewr  bloody  ;  and 
the  Breath  iiTued  forth  offenlive  and  putrid.  Next 
to  thefe  fuc:eeded  a  Sneezing  and  an  Hoarfnefs  ; 
and  not  long  after  a  Pain  fell  into  the  Ched,  with 
a  violent  Cough  :  And,  when  it  had  fettled  in,  and 
ouite  fub verted  the  Stomach,  then  enfued  E vacua- 
tions  of  the  Bile,  of  every  fort  ever  mentioned  by 
Phyficians,  accompanied  with  great Mifery.  Many_ 
iikewife  were  taken  with  an  empty  Hickup,  caufing 
a  drong  Convulfion,  that  in  fome  ceafed  immediate¬ 
ly,  in  others  much  later. 

The  Body,  outwrardly  examined,  wras  neither 
very  w7arm,  nor  pallid  ;  but  reddifh,  livid,  putting 
forth  little  Puftules  and  Ulcers.  But  the  inward 
Parts  fo  burned,  that  none  could  bear  the  Cove¬ 
rings  of  the  flighted  Garments,  nor  of  the  fined 
Linnens,  nor  any  Thing  befide  Nakednefs  :  and' 
what  they  mod  defired  was  to  throw  themfelves 

into 
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into  cold  Water  ;  and  many  of  the  Perfons  wh% 
were  neglected,  labouring  with  a  continual  Thirft, 
plunged  into  Weils:  But  whether  they  drank 
more  or  lefs,  the  Effect  was  the  fame ;  and  they 
were  troubled  with  a  perpetual  Reftlefsnefs  and 
Watching.  Neither  did  the  Body,  ip  long  as  the 
Diiiemper  continued  at  the  Height,  wafte  and 
Ianguifh,  but  refilled  the  Mifery  beyond  Expeda- 
tion  ;  Infomuch,  that  the  Generality  died  of  the 
Inward  Burning  within  Seven  or  Nine  Days,  while 
yet  they  had  fome  Strength  remaining  ;  or,  if  they 
efcaped  this  Tryal,  the  Difeafe  falling  into  the 
Belly,  and  caufing  there  a  violent  Exulceration, 
with  the  Addition  of  an  immoderate  Flux,  many 
it  laft  died  through  Weaknefs.  For,  beginning 
rom  above,  the  Malady  which  firfl;  feized  the? 
dead,  palled  through  the  whole  Body.  And,  if 
my  one  furvived  the  worfi,  this  was  very  appa¬ 
rent  by  the  extreme  Parts  ;  for,  it  broke  out  in 
:he  Privy-Members,  the  Fingers  and  the  Tots, 
with  the  Lofs  of  which  many  efcaped.  Some  like- 
(vvife  loft  their  Eyes :  Others,  upon  their  Recovery, 
yvere  immediately  taken  with  a  total  Oblivion  of 
ill  things  ;  fo  as  neither  to  know  themfelves,  nor 
:heir  Friends  and  Relations. 

Language  cannot  exprefs  the  Manner  of  this 
Mcknefs  j  which  was  not  only  too  fevere  for  hu¬ 
mane  Nature,  but  likewife  appeared  to  be  of  a; 
Foreign  kind,  chiefly  by  the  following  Circum- 
tlances.  The  winged  and  four-footed  Animals 

!hat  ufually  prey  upon  Men,  though  Multitudes: 
ay  unburied,  either  came  not  near  them,  or  if 
;hey  tafted,  died.  As  a  farther  Proof,  there  was: 
a  manifeft  Scarcity  of  fuch  Birds,  and  they  were 
neither  feen  elfewhere,  nor  hovering  about  the 
CarkafTcs.  But  the  Effefts  were  yet  more  vi&bl® 
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in  the  Dogs,  by  reafon  of  their  Familiarity  with 
Men. 

Such  upon  the  whole  (not  to  mention  many  par¬ 
ticular  Sufferings,  which  happen'd  to  one  difie- 
rent  from  another)  was  the  Appearance  of  this 
Diftemper;  neither  were  they  infeited,  during  that 
Time,  with  any  of  the  ufual  Difeafes  ;  but  every 
Indifpcfition  ended  in  this.  Some  died  through 
Want  of  Attendance  ;  and  others,  tho'  attended 
with  all  poflible  Care :  And,  it  cannot  be  faid, 
wherein  Medicines  proved  of  any  Advantage ; 
fince,  what  reliev’d  one  was  prejudicial  to  ano¬ 
ther  :  Neither  was  the  Conftitution  of  the  Body, 
whether  {Iron g  or  weak,  of  any  Sign ificancy  in  this 
Cafe  ;  for  it  fwept  away  all,  under  what  Regu¬ 
lation  foeyer  or  Method  of  Cure  they  were  con¬ 
fined. 

But  the  greateft  Cruelty  of  this  whole  Evil,  W'as 
the  Defporidency  which  every  one  felt  upon  falling 
Sick,  (for  the  Mind  taking  at  once  a  Turn  to  De- 
fpair,  they  abandon’d  themfelves,  and  made  no  Refi¬ 
nance)  and  that  they  perifhed  like  Sheep,  one  infect¬ 
ing  another;  which,  indeed,/vvas  what  moftincreafed 
the  Mortality  :  For,  if  out  of  fear  they  forbore  to 
vifit  one  another,  they  died  forlorn;  and  many  Fa¬ 
milies  became  defolate,  for  want  of  Afiifiance  ;  and 
if  they  vlfited,  they  likewife  died  ;  principally 
tliofe  w  ho  had  a  Senfe  of  Venue  :  For,  thinking, 
it  a  Difhonour  to  fpare  themfelves,  they  went  in 
to  their  Friends  ;  feeing  the  very  Domeflicks  over¬ 
come  by  the  vaft  Calamity,  were  at  laft  tired  out, 
and  unmoved  with  the  Lamentations  and  Groans 
of  the  Dying.  Moreover,  thofe  who  had  efcaped 
did  more  abundantly  commiferate  both  the  Dead 
and  the  Sick;’.  as  having  before  had  Experience  of 
their  Sufferings,  and  finding  themfelves  now  fecure 
from  the  Danger;  For  it  never  took  the  fame  Per- 
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jfon  twice,  fo  as  to  prove  fatal.  They  were  like 
wife  accounted  Happy  above  all  Men:  And  even 
they  themfelves,  in  the  Excefs  of  their  prefent  Joy, 
conceived  a  flattering  Hope,  never,  for  the  rI  ime 
to  come,  to  die  of  any  other  Diftetnper. 

The  carrying  ot  ail  Things  from  the  Country 
into  the  City,  was  an  Addition  to  their  prefent 
Affliction,  and  no  lefs  a  Calamity  to  the  People, 
who  flocked  in.  For,  having  not  Houfes,  but 
dwelling  in  the  hot  Seafon  ot  the  Year  in^  {tiding 
Huts,  the  Mortality  exceeded  all  Order  ;  tor,  the 
Hying  lay  in  Heaps  upon  the  Dead,  crowding  up 
the  Streets  y  and  round  all  the  Fountains  lay  Men 
half  dead,  gafping  tor  Water.  The  very  Temples, 
wherein  they  had  fet  up  Dwelling  T  ents,  were 
fllled  with  the  Bodies  that  died  there  *  For,  the 


Evil  raging  beyond  Meafure,  and  Men  not  know-* 
ing  what  to  do5  they  grew  wholly  regardlefs  oi 
any  Did  i  net  ion  between  Things  Holy  and  Pro- 
phane.  All  the  Laws,  by  which  they  were  wont 
to  regulate  Funerals,  were  violated  ;  and  they  bu¬ 
ried  every  one  where  they  could.  L  hough  tne 
Want  of  Convene encles  arifing  trom  frequent  fu¬ 
nerals,  many  committed fhametul Indecencies:  For 
fome  laid  their  Dead  upon,  and  put  Fire  to  the 
Piles  of  others,  preventing  thofe  who  built  them  ; 
and  others,  bearing  a  dead  Body,  would  throw  it 
upon  another  that  was  burning,  and  go  away. 

The  great  Licentioufnefs,  which,  in  other  Re- 
fpeCts,  likewife  prevailed  in  the  City,  began  rrom 
this  Sicknefs.  For,  what  a  Man  would  before  have 
diifembled,  he  durft  now  freely  own  to  be  done 
out  of  meer  Voluptuoufnefs ;  feeing  fo  fwift  a 
Change,  bv  the  Rich  dying,  and  Perfons  worth 
nothing  inheriting  their  Affluence:  So  that  they 
thought  it  reafonable  to  fnatch  all  Enjoyments 
and  accelerate  their  Plealures ;  perfwaded,  they  held 
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both  their  Lives  and  their  PoffefHons,  only  by  the 
Day. 

No  Man  was  forward  to  honourable  Fatigues, 
thinking  it  uncertain  whether  he  might  live  to  ac¬ 
complish  them:  But,  whatever  was  thought  plea- 
fant,  or  a  prefent  Gain,  was  edeem'd  houeft  and 
advantageous  :  Neither  did  the  Fear  of  the  Gods, 
nor  any  Law  of  Men,  redram  them  :  Becaufe,  on 
the  one  hand,  to  worfhip,  or  not  worJfhip,  feerrfd  a 
Matter  of  Indifference,  fince  all  were  obferved  to 
perifh  alike  ;  on  the  other,  not  one  of  the  Qflen- 
ders  expeded  his  Life  would  be  prolonged  to  re¬ 
ceive  Punifhment  from  Judice  :  And,  imagining  a 
much  heavier  Judgment  to  hang  over  them,  they 
refoiv’d,  bdore  it  fell,  to  enjoy  at  leajfh  feme  what  of

quick,  unequal,  concentrated  ;  a  Heavinefs  in  the 
Head  fo  condderable,  that  the  Sick  Perfon  could 
icarce  jupport  it,  appearing  to  be  feized  with  a 
Stupidity  and  Confudon  like  that  of  a  drunken 
Perfon  ;  the  Sight  fixed,  dull,  wandering,  expref- 
iing  Fearfulnefs  and  Defpair,  the  Voice  flow,  in¬ 
terrupted,  complaining;  the  Tongue  almod  always 
white,  towards  the  end  dry,  reddifli,  black,  rough; 
the  Face  pale.  Lead  coloured,  languifliiqg,  cada-

vcrous  ;  a  frequent  Sicknefs  at  the  Stomach;  mor¬ 
tal  Inquietudes  ;  a  general  linking  and  Faint neis;

The  Perfons  thus  feized,  perilled  commonly  in 
the.  Space  of  fome  Hours,  of  a  l^ight,:  of  a  Day* 
.or  of  two  or  three,  at  fartheft,  $s  by.  Faintnefs  or 
.Extinction  ,*  fometimes,  but  more  rarely,  in  con¬ 
vulsive  Motions,  and  a  fort  of  Trembling  no  E~ 
.ruption.  Tumour  or  Spot  appearing  without. 
r .  The  fecond  Clafs  of  the  Difeafed  that  we  attend¬ 
ed,  during  the  Courfe  of  this  fatal  Sicknefs,  con¬ 
tains  fuch  as  at  firft  had  theShiverings,  as  the  pre- 
ceeding,  and  the  fame  .fort  of  Stupidity,  and  heavy 
fain  jn  the  Head ;  but  the  Shiverings  were  fol¬ 
lowed  by  aPulfe  quick,  open  and  bold,  which  ne- 
ycrthelcis  was  loft  upon  prefling  the  Artery  ever,  fo 
little.  Thefe  Sick  felt  inwardly  a  burning  Heat, 
whilft  the  Heat  without  was  moderate  and  tempe- 
irate,;  the  Third:  was  great  and  inextitiguifhable; 
the.  Tongue  white,  or  of  an  obfcure  red;  the  Voice 
hafty,  ftammering,  impetuous  ;  the  Eyes  reddifh, 
fixed,  fparkling  the  Colour  of  the  Face  was  of  a 
fed  fufticiently  frefa,.  and  Sometimes  inclining  to 
livid  the  Sicknefs.  at .  the  Stomach  was  frequent, 
tho*  much  lefs  than  in  thofe  of  the  preceeding  Clafs; 
the*  Respiration .  was  frequent,  laborious  or  great 
and  rare,  without  Coughing  or  Pain  ;  Loathings ; 
Vomitings*,  bilious,  greenifii,  blackifh,  bloody  ; 
the  Courfes  of  the  Belly  of  the  fame  Sort,  but 
without  any  Tenfion  or  Pain  ;  Ravings  or  Phre- 
netick  Deliria ;  theUrine  frequently  natural,  fome¬ 
times  troubled,  blackifh,  whjtifh  or  bloody  ;  the 
Sweat,  which  feldom  fmelt  badly,  and  which  was 
far  from  giving  Eafe  to  the  Sick,  that  it  always 
weakned  them  ;  in  certain  Cafes  Hemorrhages* 
which,  hewrever  moderate,  have  been  always  fatal; 
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a  great  Decay  in  the  Strength,  and  above  ail,  an 
Apprehenfion  fo  flrong  of  dying,  that  thefe  poor 
Creatures  were  incapable  of  any  Comfort,  and 
looked  on  themfelves,  from  the  firft  Moment  of 
their  being  attacked,  as  deftined  to  certain  Death. 
But  that  which  deferves  to  be  well  obferved,  and 
which  has  always  feemed  to  character  ife  and  di- 
flinguifh.  this  Dife&fe  from  all  others,  is,  that  al- 
moft  all  had  at  the  Beginning,  or  in  the  Progrefs  of 
this  Diftemper,  very  painful  Buboes,  fituated  com¬ 
monly  below  the  Groin,  fom.etim.es  in  the  Groin  or 
Arm-pits,  or  in  the  Parotide,  Maxiliar,  or  jugular 
Glands  ;  as  likewife  Carbuncles,  efpecially  on  the 
Arms,  Legs  or  Thighs,  fmall,  white,  livid,  black 
Puftles,  difperfed  over  all  the  Surface  of  the 
Body. 

It  was  very  rare  to  fee  any  of  the  difeafed  of  this 
Second  Oafs  efcape,  though  they  fupported  them¬ 
felves  a  little  longer  than  thofe  of  the  preceedipg  ; 
they  periffFd  almoft  all  with  the  Marks  of  a  gan¬ 
gren’d  Inflammation,  efpecially  in  the  Brain  and 
Thorax ;  and  that  which  was  mod  Angular  is,  that 
the  ftronger,  fatter,  fuller,  and  more  vigorous  they 
Were,  the  Ie's  we  had  to  hope. 

In  fhort,  if  any  one  efcaped,  which  was  very  rare, 
he  feemed  to  owe  his  Cure  to  the  external  Erupti¬ 
ons,  when  they  were  very  much  raifed  ;  either 
folcly  by  the  Force  of  Nature,  or  by  the  Afliflance 
of  Remedies,  as  well  internal  as  external,  that  de¬ 
termined  the  Blood  to  difcharge  on  the  Surface  of 
the  Body,  the  noxious  Ferment  wherewith  it  was 
infeded. 

The  Third  Ciafs  contains  the  two  preceeding  ; 
feeing  we  have  attended,  during  the3Courfe  of  this 
terrible  Sicknefs,  a  great  Number  of  Perfons  that 
nave  been  attacked  fucceffively  with  the  different 
Symptoms  enumerated  in  the  two  former  Gaffes,  in 
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uch  a  manner,  that  the  moft  part  of  the  Signs  de~ 
fcribed  in  the  Second  were  commonly  the  Forerun¬ 
ners  of  thofe  which  we  have  mentioned  in  the  Firft; 
and  the  appearing  of  thefe  latter  Symptoms  de¬ 
nounc’d  an  approaching  Death. 

Before  Ave  pafs  on  to  the  Fourth  Clafs,  we  believe 
t  will  not  be  improper  to  obferve,  that  a  very  great 
Number  of  different  Kinds  of  difeafed  Perfons  con- 
ained  in  the  preceeding,  had  very  moderate  Symp- 
oms,  Avhofe  Force  and  Malignity  appeared  to  be 
luch  lefs,  than  in  thofe  of  the  fame  Accidents  daily 
bferved  in  inflammatory  Fevers,  or  in  the  moft 
ommon  putrid  ones,  or  in  thofe  that  are  vulgarly 
ailed  Malignant,  if  we  except  the  Signs  of  Fear  or 
efpair,  which  were  Extream,  or  in  the  higheft 
egree  ;  ..  infomuch,  that  of  the  great  Number  of 
nfecfed  Perfons  who  have  perifhed,  there  were  very 
ew,  who  at  the  \^ery  firft  Moment  of  their  being 
!eizM,  did  not  imagine  themfelves  loll  without  Re- 
ief,  whatever  Pains  Ave  took  to  encourage  them  : 
And  though  many  amongft  them  feemed  to  us,  be¬ 
fore  the  firft  Accefs  of  the  Diftemper,  to  be  of  a 
rm  and  courageous  Difpofition  of  Mind,  and  refo- 
ute  under  all  Events,  yet  as  foon  as  they  felt  the 
rft  Strokes,  it  Avas  eafy  to  knoAV  by  their  Looks, 
&nd  their  Difcourfes,  that  they  Avere  convinced  that 
their  Sicknefs  Avas  Incurable  and  Mortal,  even  at 
the  Time  Avhen  neither  the  Pulfe,  nor  the  Tongue* 
nor  the  Diforder  in  the  Head,  nor  the  Colour  of 
the  Face,  nor  the  Difpofition  of  the  Mind,  nor 
laftly,  the  Lefion  of  any  of  the  other  natural  Fun¬ 
ctions  mentioned  above,  gave  any  fatal  Indica¬ 
tion,  or  before  there  were  any  Grounds  to  be  a- 
larmed. 

The  Fourth  Clafs  contains  the  Difeafed  attack  d 
with  the  fame  Symptoms  with  thofe  of  the  Second  ; 
but  thefe  forts  of  Accidents  Menedor  difappeared 

the 
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the  fecotid  or  third  Day  of  themlelves,  or  in  Con- 

leqnence  of  theEfte&s  ot  the  internal  Remedies,  and’ 
at  the  fame  time  in  Proportion  to  the  remarkable 
Eruption  of  the  Buboes  and  Carbuncles  in  5  which 
the  noxious  Ferment  that  Was  difperfed  through  the 
whole  Mafs,  feemed  to  be  collected  together  ;  fo 
that  the  Tumours  riling  from  Day  to  Day,  at. 
length  being  open,  and  coming  to  "d  Suppuration,' 
the  infe&ed  efcaped  the  Danger  that  threatned 
them,  provided  they  .had  fome  AfTiftance. 

This  Fifth  and  lad  Clafs  contains  all  fuch  in¬ 


fected  Perfons,  as  without  perceiving  any  Emotion, 
or  there  appearing  any  Trouble  or  Lefion  of  their 
natural  Function,  have  Buboes  and  Carbuncles,, 
which  rife  by  little  and  little,  and  eafily  turn  to 
Suppuration,  becoming  fometimes  fcirrous,  or 
which  is  more  rare,  diffipate  infenfibly,J  without 
leaving  any  bad  Effect  behind  them  ;  fo  that  with¬ 
out  any  Lofs  of  Strength,*  and  without  changing 
their  manner  of  Living,  thefe  infected  Perfons  went 
about  the  Streets  and  Publick  Places,  only  ufing 
themfelves  a  fimple  Plaifler,  or  asking  of  the  Phy- 
ficians  and  Surgeons  fuch  Remedies  as  are  neceffary 
to  thefe  forts  of  fuppurating  or  fcirrhous  Tu¬ 
mours. 


The  Number  of  the  infefted  contained  in  the 


two  laft  Glades  were  fo  confiderable,  that  one  may 
affirm,  without  any  exaggeration,  that  more  than 
fifteen  or  twenty  Thoufand  Perfons  -were  found  in 
thefe  forts  of  Cafes  ;  and  if  the  Diflemper  had  not 
often  taken  this  turn,  there  would  not  have  been 
left  in  this  City  the  fourth  part  of  its  Inhabi¬ 
tants. 

We  may  very  wrell  admit  a  Sixth  Clafs  of  fuch  as 
we  have  feen  perifh  without  any  Forerunner,  or 
other  manifeftHurt,  than  only  a  Decay  inStrength,* 
and  who  being  asked  concerning  their  Condition, 

anfwerd. 
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anfwerea,  that  they  were  not  fenfible  of  any  Difor- 
der,  which  tor  the  molt  part  denoted  a  defperate 
Cafe,  and  an  approaching  Death  ;  but  the  Num¬ 
ber  of  thefe  were  very  fmali  in  Comparifon  ot  fuch 
as  made  up  the  preceding  Claffes.

This  Contagion  infefts  the  Sound  in  the  fame 
manner,  and  produces  in  them  the  fame  Changes. 

That  malignant,  putrid  and  fpotted  Fevers  Of  mahg- 
have  an  Affinity  with  the  Plague;  will  appear  from 
the  Similitude  of  their  Symptoms,  as  leaving  livid  ^  e~ 
Spots,  Purples,  Specks,  Boils  and  Sores,  Buboes, 
Malignity,  and  from  their  Cohtagidrt;  as  alfo 
from  their  being  Epidemick,  if  one  Family  be  in¬ 
fected,  it  generally  goes  round  the  whole  Neigh¬ 
bourhood  ;  and  further  thefe  Fevers  are  moll  com¬ 
mon  in  the  Seatons  that  the  Plague  rages  moll,  as 
Spring  and  Autumn  ;  and  fuch  Changes  of  Sea¬ 
fons,  which  in  other  Countries  bring  a  Peltilence, 
in  ours  produce  only  Maligndnt  Fevers,  as  being  a 
milder  Climate. 

Popular  Malignant  Fevers  fometimes  turn  to  a 
Plague,  when  concurring  Circumltances  confpire. 

That  the  Small  Pox  and  Mealies  are  a  Species 
of  the  Plague,  has  been  fhewn  in  the  Firll  Part  : 

Hence  it  appears  that  malignant  Contagious,  pu¬ 
trid  Fevers,  Small  Pox  and  Mealies  are  leffer  Spe¬ 
cies  of  the  Plague,  differing  in  having  a  leffer  de¬ 
gree  of  Malignity  and  Contagion,  which  was  the 
Propofition  to  be  proved.  •

AS'  to  preventing  the  Plagues  entring  any 
Country,  and  the  Manner  and  Method  of 
keeping  the  Sound  from  the  Contagious,  depends 
on  the  due  manner  of- keeping  Hofpitals  and  per¬ 
forming  Quarentine,  by  keeping  out  both  Goods 
and  Perfons  from  the  Places  infe&ed ;  and  for  the 
better  Security  to  burn  the  Ships  and  Goods, 
and  alfo  the  wearing  Cloaths  of  fuch  Perfons, 
and  caufe  the  Crew  to  perform  Quarentine  40 
Days  in  Hofpitals  fet  apart  for  that  purpofe,  pro¬ 
vided  With  all  Neceflaries  1  and  at  the  Expiration  . 

of 
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which  time,  to  fend  them  naked  and  fhaven 
ilioar,  where  Cloathing,  and  all  other  Convenien¬ 
ces  fhonld  be  ready  at  the  Publick  Charge,  with¬ 
out  which  Method  of  Quarentine  there  can  be  no 
^certainty. 

But  our  Task  is  only  to  prefcribe  a  Sovereign 
ntidote,  with  the  Method  of  Regimen  for  Indi¬ 
viduals  when  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  are  infe&ed, 
or  in  Danger  by  being  near  any  Place  where  the

ready  at  hand  on  all  fiich  Occasions. 

Jn  the  time  when  the  Plague  rages,  or  w'hen  you 
fear  a  Contagion,  it  will  be  very  proper  to  obferve 
alfo  the  following  Directions,  Live  upon  clean, 
generous  wholfom  Diet,  yet  temperate,  lo  as  not 
to  inflame,  ufefree  open  Air,  avoid  Grief,  and  Fret¬ 
ting,  never  Fall  ;  and  that  you  niay  be  harnefsM 
and  have  on  all  your  Armor  in  the  Day  of  Battle, 
it  will  not  be  amifs  to  praCtife  the  following  two 
Things  ;  (lamp  Rhue  and  Garlick,  and  fteep  them 
in  the  fharpeil  White-Wine-Vinegar,  in  which 
leak  a  large  Crumb  of  Bread,  and  Eat  in  a  Morn¬ 
ing  falling,  and  often  Smell  of  the  fame. 

Take  djja  Fatida,  Galbanum ,  Amber,  Camphir, 
Common  Tar,  Rhue  and  Garlick,  bruife  them  all 
together  to  make  up  into  a  Pafte  with  the  flrongeft 
Vinegar,  make  it  in  the  figure  of  a  Heart,  and 
tie  it  up  in  two  Doubles  of  a  Silk  Bag,  and  wear 
next  to  the  Pit 'of  the  Stomach,  writh  a  piece  of 
Silk  round  theNeck,  by  way  of  an  Amulet,  which 
by  the  heat  of  the  Body  will  diffufe  its  Effluvia, 
and  reverberate  the  fame  to  the  Vitals,  keep  open 
the  Parotid's  by  laying  a  Blifter  behind  each  Ear, 
and  kept  running  with  Baiilicon  and  a  few  Spknijh 
Flies,  and  put  perpetual  Iffues  on  both  Arms. 

If  any  Perfon  be  a&ually  feiz’d  with  the  Plague, 
give  Thirty  or  Forty  Drops  of  the  Grand  Prefer- 
vative  every  Four  or  Six  Hours,  in  any  temperate 
fulep,  or  other  Liquid.  To  a  Child  give  the  fame 
Number  as  in  the  Small  Pox,  according  to  its  Age, 
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*and  as  much  of  the  Powder  as  there  prescrib'd.  T© 
a  grown  Perfon,  give  as  much  of  the  Pulvis  Sped -* 
Jicus  Epidemicus ,  or  Specihck  Powder  for  the  Small 
Pox,  as  will  lie  on  a  Shilling  Night  and  Morning, 
Noon  and  at  Five  a  Clock  in  the  Evening,  in  Syrup 
of  Saffron;  when  faintifh  Drink  a  Glafs  of  Rhenifh 
Wine  with  Syrup  of  Lemons. 

Let  the  Nourifhmept  be  Panada,  fmall  Chicken 
or  Mutton  Broth  well  falted,  and  made  four  with 
White-Wine- Vinegar.  Drink  plentifully  of  Whey 
turn'd  with  Rhenifh- Wine,  and  the  fharpefl:  Vine¬ 
gar,  equal  Parts  made  warm,  and  wafh  the  Body 
all  over  with  warm  Vinegar.  At  Night  take  two 
Ounces  of  Treacle  Water  and  Syrup  of  Saffron. 
Keep  perpetual  Iilues  on  both-  Arms,  and  behind 
the  Ears,  and  drefs  them  with  Turpentine,  Venice 
Treacle  equal  parts,  and  a  few  Spanifh  Flies,  that 
the  Poifon  may  be  determined  to  the  Surface,  and 
drain'd  off  by  thefe  running  Sores.  Do  this  imme¬ 
diately  upon  Seizure. 

It  the  Brain  befeiz'd  with  Deliriums  orPhrenzy, 
apply  large  Bliffers  to  the  Legs,  Arms  and  Neck, 
and  between  the  Shoulders,  and  keep  them  running 
for  a  Week  or  more,  during  which  time  drink  of 
any  fmall  Liquor  warm’d,  adding  to  it  Vinegar  and 
Honey,  other  wife  call’d  Oxymel  Simplex  every  half 
Hour.  You  may  bathe  the  Sick  with  warm 
Water  and  Vinegar,  and  let  him  infpire  into  the 
Mouth  and  Noftrils  the  Steams  of  Vinegar.  Af¬ 
ter  the  large  Sweatings  change  the  Bed  Clcaths, 
purifie  or  burn  them,  and  give  frefh,  warm  and 
dean  Cloaths,  and  let  the  Rooms  where  the  Sick 
are  be  very  open  and  airy.  Keep  Vinegar, 
Rhue,  Tar  and  Pitch,  in  a  Chaffing  Difh  of  Coals 
to  perfume  the  Room ;  and  the  Nurfes,  an<^ 
others  who  attend  the  Sick,  may  Smoke  Tobacco 
moiffen’d  with  Vinegar,  and  thofe  who  can,  may 

!  alfo 
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alfo  chew  it.  Let  all  the  Cloaths  where-ever  the 
Sick  has  been  near,  be  deftroy'd,  becaufe  they  re¬ 
tain  the  Infedion  or  noxious  EfRuvia,  which  were 
thrown  but  by  Sweating  and  Perfpiration ;  and  b® 
fure  never  to  negleft  to  give  fome  Drops  of  the 
Grand  Prefervative  againft  the  Plague,  and  all 
contagious  p.eftilential  Diflempers  every  Four  of 
Six  Hours  according  to  the  Age  of  the  Sick,  as  a- 
bove-dir^ffed  in  the  Small-Pox,  and  give  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  the  Pulvis  Epidemfcus ,  or  Specifick  Powder 
for  the  Small  Pox  three  or  four  times  a  Day,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Age  and  Condition  of  the  Patient. 
This  Remedy,  by  the  (Afliftance  of  the  Almighty,} 
given ’with  the  Directions  and  Regimen  above  pre¬ 
scrib’d,  will  do  Wonders.  M"-  '  *

AS  it  has  been  fufficientiy  proved  that  the 
Plague,  Small  Pox,  malignant,  fpotted,  pu¬ 
trid,  contagious  and  peftijential  Fevers,  have  all  an 
Affinity  with  ouch  other,  and  are  all  certain  Species 
of  the  Plague,  differing  only  in  a  leffer  Degree  of 
Contagion  and  Malignity,  as  being  caus'd  from 
the  lame  Principle, "only  thele  leffer  kinds  happen¬ 
ing  to  be  more  mild,  as  faffing  out  in  colder  Cli¬ 
mates,  where  the  Poifon  cannot  be  fo  adive,  which 
with  the  Difference  of  Northern  Bodies  and  Confti- 
tutions,  with  many  other  concurring  Circumdances 
(cateiPs  Paribus)  render  the  Native  Plagues  of  our 
Country  lefs.  fatal ;  but  when  the  Contagion  is 
tra&fplanted-  from  a  Soil  of  its  natural  Growth, 
then  it  rages  with  more  Violence  till  it  gradually 

'  ;  (  lofes  * 
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iofes  its  force,  as  being  rendered  lefe  active  in  our 
Climate.  *  Hence  we  conclude  with  ordering  the 
fame  Grand  Prefervative,  and  Epidemick  or  Speci- 
fick  Powder  to  be  taken  in  the  fame  manner,  ob- 
fervisg  the  fame  Rules  and  Regimen,  as  before  di¬ 
rected  in  the  Small  Pox.
